shed, or oven a high, tight fence. A space 
of at least thirty feet should always be left 
letweou two buildings and siity feet is much 
better. 
If they are now connected it will b« 


a long step in tho way of protection to re- 
move tho shed or connecting fence. Incase 
of fire it may bo the means of saving either 
lie house or the barn. 


7. Never, lay greasy rags around in bulld- 


ngs. A neighbor ouco stuck a handful of 
rags with which he had been cleaning his 
rugou ailea aud machines, into a brace in 
lis barn. Awhilo after a peddler pausing 
by saw a flame, called help, aud put out tho 
ire which had been originated by tho greasy 
rags. 


8. Never put hay into a barn so green as 


o incur any danger of spontaneous coulbus- 
iou. In short, avoid all causes of fire, and 
even the shadow and appearance of evil.

I wns fislcep in my \ml iu 
ho noxt room, nucl there I dronmcil tbnt I 
vns visiting tho Konclolph's over iu Bork- 
hiro county, i thoueht I had boon up 
retty late, playing billiards with (Jnlo 
tamlolph and some of the boys.

"Well, Hort," said I, "tho thing is not so 


xlraordinary after all. It is a common 
nough psychological phenomenon." 
"I bog your pardon," quoth llort Amer- 
mn, satiric-ally, 
"would you bo 
good 


nough to reel me off a little of tliat last 


niu, please'; Say a couplo of fathom, or 


"r?ono of your chfliling now !" laughed 
. "but tell mo what has all this Chinese 
'ream.puzzlo to do with tho picture you 
iromised to show me ?" 


"Much. 0 Sahib! for on tho silent yet 
peaking canvas have I depicted tho scene 
vhereof I sponk, nnd now le coin;" and 
with that he threw tho cover from the 
laiuting ou his easel, aud left me to ex- 
mine it at iny leisnre, whilo ho went to his 
jed-room. Tho easel was of course iu the 
icst position in the studio for viewing the 
lictnro, and the soft, delicate light of the 
utumn-afteruoou lay full upon it; mellowed, 
lowever, by an 
artful 
arrangement of 


creens nnd shadows, to gain the precise 
iffect desired. 


The pointing was of the ordinary cabuet 


rize, nnd nppropiiately painted, being also 
•elievcd by henvy maroon drapery, grace- 
idly festooned behind and around it. I am 
lot of those who believe that a truly master- 
vork of art may be described flptly in words, 
;et I must essny tho tawk for this onco, and 
f I render only tho bald outlines of tho 
nrtist's thought,-it may be, perchance, that 
I shall Rtill bo onnblod to convey some glini- 
ncring of his meaning. 


VVhnt first fastened itself upon me was tho 


imrky darkuessof most of the scene. There 
.i-as n deuse and gloomy forest filling up the 
entire background and much of tho middle 
distance. Out from among aud under the 
roes streamed n wild torrent, and plunged 
over ragged rocks and through and about 
he gnarled roots, and between rifts in tho 
<o!id stone, and so down to a leaping cas- 
cade that disappeared at the extreme right 
in a black and gloomful pool. Stretching 
back from the right, » broad expanse of 
gray moor extended iu prospective tight to 
ihe base of n range of blue gray hills, that 
lowered aloft into tho clouds: n uarrovr path 
wound through this moor iuio tho dim dis- 
tance, and was lost, apparently, in the 
ilmdcs of night, which v/cre fnst falling. 


Oil tho very edge of n bold rock that 


jutted over tho pooLnud on Ihe very bound- 
ary of tho water-fall, wns the only seeming- 
ly living object of the picture. 


A young man prostrate on his knees, 


ihndiug his eyes with his two hnnds, nud 
gn/iug intently into jthe pool beneath. 


Thero was that in tl'O ntlitude of the 


figure, so deftly nud trnthlally expressed by 
tho artist, that seuBe nnd nioanin" grew up- 
on mo as I gazed, lie was agonizing—dis- 
Lrnught. His whole soul wns looking forth 
from his eyes, nud seeking in the dim t'.vi- 
ight, now fast fading, to wrest from t!>o ob- 
scurity beneath him some terrible secret. 
3o clearly wns the stoiy told, that my gnze 
instinctively followed his. and trncked, ns 
is must have, tho secret of tho black pool. 
Twining about the base of the rock, upon 


whoso crest the young man knelt, a meshed 
and tangled warp of roots and fibres first 
met the oyo. But now. clinging with a 
death grnsp" to tlio largest of these, I snw 
the round fnir arm of n young girl—nnd 
then—nnd ns though 1 should luivo seen it, 
and nothing else, from the first, so com 
pletely did it now fill the picture; I saw the 
white figure—limp white garments clinging 
to the body—nnd the fine white face, with 
rich golden hair floating end tangled, on 
the water aud nmong the roots, nud could 
almost note tho swaying to nnd fro of the 
soulless form.ns it was caught iiy the ecidics. 
and dragged hither nnd thither; still held, 
however, by that trusty dead arm that clung 
10 determinedly 
to the «;limy and black 


root above. 


A touch ou my shoulder so startled mo 


Hint I cried out; it was only Mort, who had 
entered the room unnoticed, so intent was 
I in my concentration. 


"Well, whnt do you think of it':" was the 


first nnd most natural question. 


"You never could have dreamed that.'1 


said I.

mine could induce liini to soy more con- 


cerning it than that it occurred to him just

Montreal, who, with his wifo nnd daughter, 
with tho nfllancod husband of tho Inttor, 
wns passing n few weeks in tho search for 
rest nnd rolninlion from his oustomflry In- 
bors. 


Alice Sant'u'ld was beautiful, a pot oi 


Canadian society, wealthy in her own right 
ns well as by prospcctivo hoirship, nnd alto- 
gether a "catch." Her lovor wns an officer 
In tlio British nrmy, stationed »t Montreal, 
nnd now on leave—a fine-looking nnd gentle- 
manly young fellow, of good family, and np. 
pnrontly dcsperntely in love with Miss San 
Hold, 


Captain Kowlaml, hud, however, ono pn 


ouliarity, which he displayed on sovernl oo 
oasions very prominently, nnd which lo( 
Mort to romnrk to mo one day, when it hni 
boon more than usually manifest, that In 
thought th» cnptftin would lend Miss Alic 
rtthor n lively dunce when sin) became Mrs 


ncontrollablo temper I over sft\v displayed 
n n man. So violent was ho nt times, that 
commonly wondered why he had not long 


-i'cru' .got uUiinclf ^hot for inteuiperM" in- 
olenco iu ono of his fits of passion. Anothrr 
leculinrity of his was evinced in frequent 
ouely wanderings quite away from the lio- 
el, from which journeys lie would not 10- 
urn for days together. These disappearan- 
es were accounted for by the captain by 
arious sporting excusos, and we certainly 
hould hnve felt no interest in them, had it 
ot been for the incident which I will now 
elate. 


Ono day Mort and I started off ou a trip 


in our own account, ostensibly for fishing 
mrposes, but really for my friend to ob- 
nin n sketch of a charming vista which had 
lot as yet been discovered by his lynx-eyed 
ssociates. Our journey led us some twenty 
niles from (ho hotel; wo traveled n portion 
f the way iu an open wagon, aud footed it 
owarfl tho point desired.
